Acknowledgments 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of the amendment filed 9/14/05. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 5, 7, 9, 13-16, 18, 19, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Nada (US 6,591,173 B2). 

Nada discloses a hybrid vehicle comprising a primary drivetrain or engine 150, 
an auxiliary drivetrain or motor MG1,MG2, driven by battery 194, wherein a SOC (or 
first performance limiting strategy) of the battery is detected and a plurality of maximum 
speed values (or second performance limiting strategy) and vehicle speed ranges are 
set by a controller or ECU 210 based on the SOC values, as shown in figure 13. 

With respect to claim 18, Nada also discloses a planetary gear set with meshing 
gears 120, wheels 116R,L, as shown in figure 1. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1 is allowed. 

4. Claims 6, 8, 10-12, 17, and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 4/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the applicant's arguments concerning new claim 21, similar 
to old claim 1 , due to the broad terms recited in this claim, such as "driving 
characteristic, and performance limiting strategy, almost any controller can read on the 
claim if it switches control from one drivetrain to another. Nada appears to switch 
control of the drivetrains based on a SOC of the battery, see columns 12-16.
